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Soveraign Powers, 
DEFENDEAYD., &c. 


Here 1s nothing more evident, than that G O D ſet 

up a Sxpreme and Soveraign Power in the Jewiſh 

Nat1on, as could not, and ought not to be reſiſted 

by the Fundamental Laws of their Government ; 

not that the Supreme and Soveraign Power is alwaies to be 

in a ſingle Perſon, but that where-ever it is, It is irreſiſtible ; 

and that whenever this Supreme Power by the Laws of the 

Nation 1s inveſted in a ſingle perſon, ſuch a Prince muſt not, 
upon any Pretence whatſoever, be reſiſted. 


To prove this, I ſhall begin wich Examples out of the Old 
Teſtament. 


The firſt Governour God ſet over the Children of 1jrael, 
when, he brought them out of the Land of E-ypt, was Moſes ; 
and I think I need not prove how ſacred and irreſiſtible his 
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Autnority was. This is ſufficiently evident in the Red:llion of 
Korah, Pathan, and Abiram, agaioſt Zojcs and Airin, when 
God cauſed the Earth to open her Month and fwail.w them 
up, Numb. 16. And lealt thus ſhould bz thought an extraordi- 
nary caſe, Msſes and Aar:n bing extracrdinary perſons, im- 
mediately appoimed by God, and governed by his imme- 
diate Direftivn, the Apoſtle St. Fade alle !ges this Examp'e 
againſt thoſe in his daies, who were turbulent and fattious, 
who deſpiſed Dominions, ard ſpake evilof Dignities, Jud. v.11. 
which he could not have done, had not this Example extended 
to all ordinary as well as extraordinary Cales ; had it not been 
a laſting Teſtimony of God's Diſpleaſure againlt all thoſe who 
oppoſe themſelves againlt the Soveratzn Powers, But Moſes 
was not alwaies to ryle over them, and therefore Godexpreſly 
provides for a Succ.ſſion of Soveraign Powers, to which they 
muſt all ſnbmit. The ordinary Soveraign Power of the Jewiſh 
Nation after Mofes*s death, was devolved either on the High 
Prieſt, or thoſe extraordinary, perſons, whom God was plea- 
ſed to raiſe up, ſuch as Joſhua, and the ſeveral Judges, till” in 
Sammevs days it ſettled in their Kings. For, as for the Fewiſh 
Sanhearim, whoſe Power is ſo much extolled by the Jewiſh 
Writers, who are all ofa late Gate, many: years fince the de- 
ſtruction of FJeru{alez;, and ther:fore nz compeient Witneſſes 
of what was done ſo many Ages before ; it does not appear 
from any Teſtimony of Scripture, that thzre was any ſuch 
Court of Judicature, till aﬀer their return irom the Babyloniſh 
Captivity. | 

But yet Gcd took care to {eaure the Peace and good Govern- 
went of the Nation, by appointing ſuch a Power as ſhould 
receiye the laſt Apneals, and whoſe Sentence in ail Contro- 
verſies ſhould be final and uncontroulalLle ; as you may ſee in 
the 17th, of Dert. 8, 9, 10, 11, 12. ver, Thee were inferiour 
Magiſtrates and Judges appointed in their ſeveral Trib:s and 
Citl:s, which does did by the advice of Jethro his Father-in- 
law, and by the approbation of God, Ex. 13, But as the 
Supreme Power was ſtill reſerved in the hands ct 44/es, while 
he lived, fo it is here fecured to the High Prieſt or Judzes 


after his death ; for, it is expreſly appointed, TI hat if thoſe in- 


feriour Judges could not determice the Controverfie, they 
ſhonld come unto the Prieſts and Leyites ; that is, che Prieſts of 


the

the Tribz of Levi, (who by the 12. vcr. appears only to be 
the High Pricfts) and to th: Tudge that ſhall be in thoſe days ; that 
is, if it ſh+11 be et ſuch a time, when there is an extrzordinary 
Judge raiſed by God (for there were not alwales ſuch Jadges in 
Tſrael ;, 2s is evident to any one who reads the B3ok of Faazes) 
and of them they ſhould enquire, and they ſbail ſhew the ſenre:ice 
of 1::do;aent, ard thou ſhalt do according to the ſentence thicy they 
of tiz1 place (which the Lord ſhall chuje) ſhall ſhew thee; and tht 
' [ral obſerve to do according to all they ſhall inform thee. 

Where the Place which God ſhall chuſe, ſignifies the Place 
which he ſhould appoint for the Ark of the Covenart, and for 
the Levitieal Worſhip , which was the place where the High 
Prieft, and the chief Fudge cr Ruler of Iſrael, when there was 
any ſuch perſon, had their ordinary reſidence 3 which was 
firſt at $419, and afterwards at Jersſalem. | 

The &uthority of the chief Prieſts, or of the Judge, 

when there was one, in thoſe days, was as abſolute Authority as 
the moſt abſolute Monarch in the World can challenge, v. 12. 
That Difobediznee to their laſt & final Determination, whatever 
the cauſ2: be, {hall be puniſhr with Death - And what place can 
there be for Keſitarce in ſach a Conftitution of Government as 
this? It is ſaid indeed, in v.11, according to the ſentence of the 
Law, which they ſhall teach thee, and according to the jnagment that 
they ſhall te!l thee, thou ſhalt #9, And hence ſome conclude, that 
they were not bound to abide by their Sentence, nor were pu- 
niſhable it they did not, but only in ſuch caſes, when they 
gave Sentence according to the Layy of God. But theſe Men do 
not conſider, that the matter in controyerſke is ſuppoſed to be 
doubtful, and ſuch as could not be determined by the 7inferjour 
Courts, and therefore 1s ſubmitted to the decifion of the Supreme 
Fudge, and as he determined, ſo they muſt do, and no man, 
under the penalty of Death, muſt preſume to do otherwiſe ; 
Which takes away all liberty of judzing from privaie perſons, 
though this Supreme Judge might poſſibly miſtake in his Judg- 
ment, as all h»marn Judicatures are liable to miſtakes ; but it 
ſzems God Almighty thought it neceſſary, that there ſhould be 
ſome hna! Judgment, from whence there ſhould be no Appeal, 
notwithitanding the pollibilitcy of a miſtake in it. 
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So.that there was a Supreme and Suveraigr, that is, unaccoune . 
table and irreiiſtable Power in the Jewiſh Nation appointed by. - 
God himſelf ; for indeed it is not poſlible that the publick Peace 
and Security of any Natjon ſhould: bz preſerved without it; 
And 1 think it isas plain, That when the Jews would hivea King, 
their Kings were inveſted with this /zpreme and rrreſeſtible Power ? 
for when they deſired a King, thcy did not deſire a meer nominal 
and tztaler King, but a King ro judge them, and to go out before 
them, aud fiaht their Battels ;, that is,, a Kinz who had the Su- 
preme. and Soveraign Authority, 1 Sam. 8. 6, 19, 20. a King 
who ſhould have all that Power of Government, excepting the 
peculiar Acts of. tie Prieitly Offt.e, which cither tieir High 
Frieſt or their Judges had before. 

And therefore, when S«muel telis them ,what ſhall be the 
manner of their King, v.11. though what he faies does neceſſa- 
rily ſuppoſe the tranilation of the ſovereign and jrreſiſtible Power 
to the Perſon of their King, yet it. does not ſuppoſe that the King 
had any New Power given him, more than what was exerciſed, 
formerly by the:r Prieſts and Judges. He do:s not deterr them 
from chuſing a King, becauſe a King ſhould have greater Power, 
and be more unaccountable and irreſiſtible than. their. other 
Rulers were ; for Samzel himſelf h2dhad as. ſoveraign and irre- 
fiſtible a Power as any Ki: g, being the Supreme Judge in //rae!, 
whoſe Sentence no man could diſobey-or contrad:&, but he in 
curred the Penalty cf Death, according to the Afo/a:cal Lair, 
But tle reaſon why he.difſuades them from chuling a King, was 
becauſe the external. Pomp and 1Hagnificence of Kings was like to 
be very Chargeabl: and oppreſſive to them. He will rake your 
Son's and appoirit them for himſelf, for his Chariots, and to be bis 


\ Horſemen, and ſome ſhall run before his Chariots. Azad he will ap. 


foint him Captains cver thouſands, and Captairs ever fifties, and 
will ſer them to ear hx Ground, and to reap his Harvefi.. . And thus: 
in ſeveral particulars he acquaints. them what, Burthcns and 
ExaCtians they wil bringupon themſelves by ſerting up a King, 
which they were then free from : And if any Prince {hould be 
exceſſive in ſuch ExaCtions,.yet they had no way to. help them-; 
ſelves : They mult not refiſt, nor revel againſt him, nor expect, 
that what Inconycnience they mighr find in Kingly Government, 
God would rel eve aud deliver th:m from it, when ence they had 
thoſe a Kirg © Te ſtall cry gnt in that day, becauſe cf your King which

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ye have choſen you, and the Lord wil not hexr you in that auy, V. 1%. 
That is, God will not alter the Government for you again, 
how: much ſoever you may complain of it. | 

T his, I ſay, is a plzin Proof. that there Kings were inveſted 
with-that Soveraign Power which muſt not be reſiſted, though 
they oppreſs their Subjefts to maintain their own State, and the 
G1 andeur and Magnificence of their Kingdom. Burt ] cannot 
think that theſe words contain the Original Grant and Chartcr 
of Regal Power, but only the tranilat:on of that: Power which 
was formerly in their Z:gh Priefts or Judger, to Kings, Kings 
had no wore Power than their other Governours had; for there 
can be no Power greatcr than that which 1s irreſiſtible ; but 
th's Power in the hands of Kings was likely to be more burthen- 
ſore and oppreſſive to them, than it was in the hands of their 
Prieſts and Judges, by reaſon of their different way of living ; 
which is the only Argument Same! uſes to diſſuade them from 
trans{erring the Snrreme and Scverat;n Power to Princes. And. 
therefore | rather chuſe to tranſlate Miſhpat, as our T ranilators 
do, . by the manner of the King, than as cther learn. d men do, 
by the right of the King, thereby underſtarding tie C riginal 
Charter of Kingly Power: for it is not a Regal Power which 
Samel here blames, which 1s no other but the very ſame which 
he himſelf had, while he was Supreme Jxdge of {ſracl ;, but their 
pompous way of living, which would prove very . oppreſlive 
and burtheniome to them, and be apt to make them complain, 
who had not been uſe to ſuch Exattions. | 

Let us now proceed to conſider, how ſacred and irre{iſttdie the 
Perſons and Authority of Kirgs were under the 7enzþ Govern» 
ent; and there cannot be a plainer Example of this, than in 
the Caſe of David. He was himſelf ancinted to be Kins after 
Saul's death, but in the mean time was grievouily perſecuted by 
Sal, purſued ffom one place to another, with a delign to take 


away his Life. How now does. D=vid behave himſelf.in this 


extremity ? What courſe. does he take to ſecure himſelf from 
Saul ? Why, he takes the only courſe that is left-a Subject ; 
he flies for-it, and hides: himſelf from Sarl in the Mountains 
and Caves of'the Wilderneſs; -and when be found he was dif- 
covered 1n one place, he removes to an:ther: Je k:pt Spies 
upon Sazxl, to obſerve his motions, not that he might mcet him 
to give him Batte), or to tais kim gt an edyantage, bur that

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he night keep out of his way, and not fall unawares into his 
hands, ny _ | 
Well, bur this was no thanxs to David, becauſe he conld 
do no otherwiſe. He was too weak for S:u}, and not abvlz: to 
itand againſt him ; an! ricrefore he had no other Remedy but 
Flight. But yer we mt confider, that David was a Man of 
War, he flew Go{j42, and fought the Bartels of //-ael with 
great ſucceſs; he was an admired and beloved Caprain, which 
made $1 ſo jealous oiim ; the Eyes of 1/72e! were upon him 
for their next King, ani how exfily might he have raiſed a p6- 
tent and formidable Rebellion againſt Sal! But he was fo far 
from this, that he invitez no man £o h's afliita:c2 , and when 
jome came uninvited, he made no uſe of them in an offenſive or 
defenſive War againlt Saul. Nay, when God delivered Sau! 
Liwo ſeveral times into Davia's hands, that he could as eaſily 
have killed him, as have cut off rhe skirts of his garment at Engedi, 
1 Sam. 24- Or aS have taven that ſpear away which tuck in the 


grornd at his bolſter, as he did inthe hill of Hachilah, 1 Sam, 26. 


Yet he would neither touch S-/ himſelf, nor ſufter any of the 
People that were with him to do it, though they were. very 
importunate with him for liberty to kill Saw nay, though they 
urged him with an Argument from Providence, t':ac it was a 
plain Evidence that it was the will of God that he ſhould kill 
$2:l, becauſe God had now delivered his Enemy into his hands, 
according to the promiſe He had made to David, 1 Sam. 2.4. 4. 
26. ch. ver. 8. We know what uſe ſome men have made of 
this Argument of Providence, to juſtife all the Viiianies they 
had a mind to aCt : but Davza, it ſfeeins, did not, think that an 
opportunity of doing evil, gave him licenſe and authority to 
doit. Opportunity, we ſay, makes a L4hzef, and it makes a 


Rebel, and it makes a 1urderer. No man cand9 any Wicked- 
neſs, which hz has no opportunity of -doing ; and if the Provi- 
dence of Gcd, wich pnts ſuch oppor:umes into Mens hands, 


juſtifies the wickedneſs they commit, no man can be chargeable 


with any Guilt whatever h2 does; and certainly oppor:unity 
will as ſoon juſtifhe any other Sin 2s Retellion, and the Mar- 


der of Princes. Weareto learn our Duty from. the Law of 
God, not from his Providence ; at leaſt, this muſt be a ſerrled 
Principle, that the Providence of God will neyer juſtifie a; 


And 
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And therefore, notwithſtanding this opportnaity which God 
had pur into' his hands to ceſtroy his Enemy, and to take the 
Crown for his Reward, David conſiders his Dary, remembers, 
that though Sl were 11s Enemy, and that very unjuſtly, yer 
he was the Lora's Aroirited, The Lord forbid, faies he, thar / 
ſhould do tis wito my Maſter.the Loris Aniinted, to frerch forth 
my hana againſt him, ſeeing hz is the Loras Aniuted, Nay, he 
was lo far irom taking away his Life, that his Heart ſmote 
him for cutting off the Skirt of his Garment, And we ought 
to obſerve the Reaſon David gives, why he durſt not hurt Saul, 
Becauſe he was the Lord's Anointed; which is the very Reaſon 
the Apotile gives inthe 13. Rom. 12. Becauſe the Powers are or- 
daiiied of God, and he that reſiſteth the Power, re{iſteth the ord: 
\ nance of Goa, For to Wh anointed of God; figniiies no more, 
than that he was made King by Gad. Thus Joſephus expounds 
beingarointed by God, am 3 9:7. Rania; afiofi;,one who had 
the Kingdom beſtowed on him by God ; and in another pace, 
One who was ordained by Gcd : For it ſeems by this Phraſe, 
he looked upon the external Ceremony of Anointing, to be 
like Impofition of Hands, which in other caſes conſecrated 
Perſons to peculiar Offices : For this external Unf&tion was on- 
ly a viſible ſign of Gods deſignation of them to ſuch an Office ; 
and when that was plain, they were as much God's /nointed 
without this viſible UnCction as with it. Cyr ts called God's 
Anointed, though he never was anointed by any Prophet, 
but only defigncd for his Kingdom by Prophecy, 45. Iſa. 1. 
And we never read in Scripture, that any Kings had this ex- 
ternal UnCtion, who ſuccecded-in the Kingdom by right of In- 
heritance, un'ct3 the Title and Succeſſion were Jonbecal , ard * 
yet they were the LorM's Anointed too, that is, were placed 
in the Throne by him. So that this is an eternal Reaſon 
againſt reſiſting Soveraign Princes, that they are ſet up by 
God, and inveſted with: his Authority, and therefore their Per- . 
ſons and Authority are lacred.” | | 

But yet there are ſome men, who from the example of David, 
think they can prove -the lawiulneſs of a defenſive, though 
not an oftenſive War. For D.zvid, when he fled from Saul, 
made himſelf Captain -of four hundred men, 1 Sam. 22. 2. 
which.-:numher ſoon encreaſed to ſix hundred, 1 Sam, 23. 13.

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and. ſtil every day encreaſed by new-additions, 1 Chroz. x 2.: . 
Now, why ſhould he <ntertain theſe men, but to deiend himſelf 


againft the Forces of Szul ? that. is, to Make a defenhiv: War 
whenever he was allaulted by him,

theſe mzn after him, but they came Voluntiers after a beloved 
Captain and General; which ſhews how fornudable he could

3. Yet there was ſufficient reaſon why David ſhould enter- 
tain theſe men, who voluntarily reſorted to him, though he

{urprized by him, bu: have timely notice to make his eſcape.

And he being anointed by $.-mucl to 
be King after Sa#'s death, this was the firſt Step to his King- 
dom, to have ſuch a Retinue of valiant M-n about him;

againſt him; as we ſee it proved 1n the event, and have

It is certain, that G-d the Prophet, and Abiathay 
the Prieſt, who was the only man who eſcaged the fury of 
Saul, when he. deſtroyed the Prieſts of the Lord, were 1n Da- 
via's Retinue z-and that David enterprized nothing, without 
firſt asking.Counſcl- of God : But he who had anointed him to 
bg King, -now-draws Forces after him, which after $au/s death 
ſhould facilitate his advancement to the Kingdom.

-2aly, It is objected farther, That David intended to have 
© ſtayed in Keileh, and to have fortified it againſt Sal, had not 
he been informed, That the Men of the City wonld have ſaved 
themſelves, by delivering him -up to Sazl, 1 Sam.

But David had heard that Saw intended to come againſt Kei- 
lab, to deſtroy the City, and take him, and enquires of the 
Lord ahout it,-and' receives an an{wer, That Sax! would come 
againſt the City. He enquires again, whetheethe Men of Kez- 
lah would deliver him up to Sazl, and was anſwered, That they 
would. And upon this, he and his Men leave £Keilah, ard . 
betake themſelves to the ſtrong Holds in the Wilderneſs. .

. But now, it is lixely, That jf David had had any defign to 
have fortified Kerla/f againſt Saul, he would have been afraid 
of the Men of the City : He had fix hundred Men with him in 
Keilab, a viorious Army, which had lately deſtroyed the 
Philiſtices, who oppreſſed them ; and therefore could eaſily 
have kept the Men of Xeilah too in awe, if he had pleaſed, and 
have put it out of their power to deliver him to Szul. But all 
that David deſigned was, to have itayed there as long as he 
could,. and, when Sax had. drawn nigh, to have removed to 
ſome other place ;- But when he underitood the Treacherouns 
Inclinations of the Men of K':lah, and being reſolved againſt all

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adts of Hoſtility, he haſtened his remove, - before Saul drew

Controverſie, or to divide an Inheritance between two conten- 
ding Brethren, 12. Z«k. 13,14. can we think that he would 


attempt any - thing of that vaſt conſequence, as the Changes 
and Alterations of Civil power, which would have unſettied 


the Fundamental Conſtitutions of all the Governments of the 


World at that time? - — . | 

Our Saviour tells us, That he came not to deſtroy the Law and 
the Prophets, but-ro fuljit*t-, to fill it up, to compleat and per- 
fe@t it ; fat. 5, 17. that is, to fulfill the ancient Types and 
Propheſics in his owr. perſon, to perfect an external and cere- 


montal by a real and Evangelical Righteouſneſs; to perfe&t the 


Moral Laws with new inſtances and degrees of Vertye ; but 
He abrogated no Moral Law, and therefore nor the Laws of 
Obedience and Subjection to Princes, which has alwaties been 
reduced to the Fiftt; Commandment. Nay, he abrogated no 
Laws, but by perfeCtirfg aud fulfilling them ; and therefore 
he coulel make no alteraticn in the DoCtrin of Nex-Reſiſtance, 
which is as perfect Subjection as can or qught to be paid to 
Sovcraign Princes.

Thisdeing the temper of the Jew:ſh Natio: at that time, fo 
extreawly inclined to S:ditions and Rebellion againſt the Romaz: 
Powers, how ealte had it been for our Saviour, had he pleaſed; 
to have made himſe}t very potent and formidable ? How eaſie 
cou'd h= have gained even the $crib:s and Phariſees to his PAr= 
ry, (whote great quarrel was at his meanneſs and poverty ) 
would he once have declared himſelf a T: mporal Prince, and 
invaded the Throne?

This the 
people, whom he had miraculouffy fed, were very ſenſible of, 
and did hence conclude, T hat he was the Proph:r that ſhould come 
into the Warld, and that it was time to take him, and fſ-t him 
upon the Throne : But though our Saviour was indeed the 2e/< 
ras, yet he was not ſuch a AMcſſias, as they expected ; he was 
not a Temporal Prince, and therefore would not - countenance 
their Rebellion againſt Ceſar, though it wer? to make himſ:1f 
a King. 

[t is ſufficiently known, That Chrift ſubmitted to. the moſt 
unjuſt Sentence, to the moſt ignominious and painful death, 
rather than refiſt the Hrgher Powers, though he could fo ea- 
fily have call-d for Legions of Angels to his reſcne , but he went as 
a lamb to the ſlauskter, and as the ſheep before the ſ| exrer is dumb, 
ſo he opcned not his mouth : when he was revil:d, hz revil:d nat 
again : when he ſuffered, he threatned nct, but committed himſelf to 
bm who judgeth r:ighteouſly, He rebuxed Peter when he dre 
his Sword in his defence, and tells P:/zce the reaſon why he 
was ſo caſily-apprehended, and uſed at their pleaſure, without 
any reſiſtance and oppoſition, tnough he had beea formerly 
attended with ſich crowds of his Diſciples ; becauie he was no 
Temporal Prince, and theref9:e did not require his D'/cples to. 
fight for him, as other Temporal Princes uiled to dÞd, F7eſas an- 
ſwered, my Kingdom ts not of this Worla - if my Kingdom were of 
this world, then would my ſervants fight, tt IT (hould not be dilivee 
red to the Jews ;, but now is jry Kingdom nat from hence, Joh. 18, 
26. Which plainly ſhews, That our Savicur®s ſubjection was 
not matter of force and conſtraint, becauſe he wanted power 
to reiiſt ; but it was matter of choice, that which was moſt 
agzrecable to the nature of his Kingdom, which was not to 
be propagatcd by carnal Weapons, but by Suffering and 
Death. | | 

And when. our Saviour has ſet uz ſuch an Example as this, 
ic is wonderful to me, that any, who call themſelves his Diſci- 
ples, can think it lawful to revel againſt their Prince, and 
defend themſelves from the moſt unjuſt Violence, by 'a more 
unjuſt Reſiſtance. But there are few men, who are ny 
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ted to follow Chrilt to the Croſs ; they do not lice that part 
of h's Example, and are willing to periwade themſelves, that 
they are not b:und to imitate it. And there are two things 
which 1 find urged by ſome men to this purpoſe, which muſt be 
briefly conidered. 

1. That it is no wonder, that Chriſt ſuffered patiently and 
quietly, wichcur reliſting the moſt unjuſt Violence, becauſ: he 
came into the World to die, and to make his Soul an Offerin 
for Sin. And how cou'd {o innecent a perſon die, but by the 
Hands of U-jus/? and 1yrannical Powers ? And it was inco-liftent 
with his Deiign of dying tor Sin, to reſiſt and oppoſe, This 
is the account our Saviour himſclt gives.of his patiet ſuſfe- 
ring, When St. Peter drew his Sword in his deſence, he tells 
him, Thinkeſt thou. tnat I cannot now pray to my Futhr, and ke 
ſhall preſently give mie more than twelve Legions of Angtls ? But 
how then ſh:ll the Scriptures be fulfiica, that thus it mujt be ? Mart, 
26. 43, 54> And the Cup which my Father has given me, ſhad 1 not 
grinkit? John 18. 11. 

Having thus. concluded what the DoGtrin ard Example of 
Dur Saviour was, about fſubjeAtion to the higher Powets, let us 
now conſider the Do&rin and Example of h's Apoſtic St, Paul; 
not as if the Authority and Example of our Saviour were not 
ſafficient, of it ſelf, to make a Law, but ſtood in nced of the 
Confirmation and additional Authority of his own Apoſtles ; 
but we might juſtly ſuſpe& our ſelves miſtaken in tho Mean- 
ing of our Saviour's words, Gr in the Intention and Deſign 
of his SuRferings, had nore of his: Apoſtles, who were imme- 
diately inſtructed by him*lf, and acquainicd with the moſt ſe- 
cret Myſterics of this King/om, ever preacht any ſuch Do- 
Qrine as this, 0#: Sbject;on to Princes, And therefore to give .. 
you the more abundant afſurance of this, I ſhall plainly ſhew 
you; That the Apoſtles taught the ſame Doctrin, and imitated. 
the Example of their Maſter. St. Paul has. as fully declared 
himſelf in this matter, as it is poſſible any Man can do by 
words, Rom. 13.1, 2. Let every Soul be ſuvje& unto the higher 
powers, for there i5 un» power but of God: the powers that .be, are 
ordained of God, Whoſoever therefore reſcjtcth the Power, refiſteth 
the Ordinance of God ; and they that reſiſt, fhall reeetve to them- 
feltes Damnaton,.. ; 
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Tnis 3s a very expreſs Teſtimony againſt Reſiſtance, and 
therefore I ſhall conkder it at large; for there have heen va- 
1aus Arts uſed to pervert every word of it and to make this 
Text ſpeak quite contrary to the Deſign and Intention of the 
Apoitle in it ; and therefore 1 ſhall divide the words into three 
ze-crel parts. 1. The Doctrine the Apoltle inſtruQs tiem in : 
Let cvery ſoul be ſubject to the higher prwers. 2, The reaſon why 
he- proves and forces this Doftrin : For there 15 no power bit «f 
Ged ;, the powers that be, are ordained of Ged, Wiofo:vir theres 
fore re{iſteth the Power, reſifierh the Orainanme of Ged. 3, The 
Puniſhment of ſuch Reſiſtance -. Ad they that reſiſt, ſhall recerve 
to theinfeiues Dammation. 


1. I ſhall begin with the DoCtrin, Trat every Soul muſt be 
[nvje# to the highcr powers. Ana here are thre? things to be 
explained: 1. Who are contained under tnis general ex- 
mreſſion ct cvery ſoxl, 2. Who are meant by the nzber Powers. 
3. What is meant by being ſujet, 


1. Who are contained under this gencral exprefſion of ve: y 
ſeu', which by an ordinary Hebraiſm, fignifies every 14a ; for 
Mzn is a compounded Creature of Body and Soul, and either 
part of him 1s very often in Scriptuze put for the whole. 
Some imes Fleſh, and ſometimes Sou! fignifies the Man ; and 
when eve: y ſoul is oppoled to the high:r powers, 1t mult ugnifte 
ail Men, of what Rank or Condition ſoevor they b:, who arc 
not. inveſted with this bigher Power. Popes and Biſh»ps, and 
B:ſvops ard Prieſts, as well ſpiritual! as fecu'ar perſns ; the 
whole Body of the people, as well as every lingle Invividual : 
for, when every Soul is commanded to b. inject, witazut any 
exception or limitation, this muſt reaca-Them in ail capacities 
2nd conditions. 

The delign of the Apoſtle, as you ſhail hear more preſ:ntly, 
was to forbid 31! Reſiſtance of Soveraign Princes; and had he 
known of any men, who might lawtally r:ti{t, tz2 oughe not 
to have exprelt ic in ſach general terms, as to forbid ail with- 
out exception. Had Sr. Paul known the. Prerogative of 
St. Peter, and his Succeſlors the &:ſhops cf Rowe, would he have 
written to the Chriſtians of Roe, to be {abje'! totheir E,mpe- 
Tors, without making any provition for the greater Authority of 
their Biſhops 8 —- The-. 
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The reaſon he aſſigns why every ſoul mnſt be ſubject to-the 
higher Powers, is, Becauſe a! powers are of God ; ſo that whoſo- 


ever is bound to be ſabjet to God, muſt be ſubje& to their 


Prince, who is in God's ſtead. And this, I think, will reach 
the Pope cf Rome, as well as any private Chriſtian ; unleſs he 


Will pretend to have more Authority on--Earth than God him- 


ſelf has ; for. the Prince .has God's Anthority, and therefore 
cannot be reſiſted, but by a greater.. Authority than God's. 
And, by the ſame reaſon, it the whole Body of the people be 
ſubject to God, they mult be ſubject to their Prince too, becauſe 
ke as by God's Authority -and -Commilſion. Were a Sove- 
raign Prince the Peoples Creature, that might be a good Maxim : 
Rex major ſingults, ſed minor unjverſis ;, that the King is greater 
than any particular $u»ject, but leſs than All together : but if 
he be God's Miniſter, he is upon that account as. much greater 


- than All, as God 1s. 


And that the whole Body of the People, all together, as 


. well as one by one, arc equally concerned in this Command, 


of being ſubject to the Zigher Powers, is evident, from this con> 


. - ſideration : That nothing leſs than this will ſecure the Peace 


perſons is more dangerous. to themſelves than to the Prince, but 


and Tranquility of Human Sacieties.: The Reſiſtance of ſingle 


a powerful Combination of Rebels is formidable to the moſt 


puiſſant Monarchs. The-.greater number- of Subjets rebel 
againſt their Prince, the more too they diſtreſs his Govern- 


. ment, and threaten his Crown and Dignity, and his Perſon and 


Authority be ſacred, the greater the Violence is which is offe- 
red to him, the greater 1s his Crime. 


Had the Apoltle exhorted the Romans after this manrer : 


Let no private and ſingle man be ſo fooliſh, -as to rehel againſt 
his Prince, who will be too ſtrong for him ; but if you can 


. raiſe ſufficient Forces to oppoſe againſt him; if you can all con- 


ſent to depoſe or murder him, this is very innocent and juſtifia. 
ble, nay, an Heroical Atchievement, which becomes a free born 


people : How would this ſecure the Peace and Quiet of the | 


World ? How would this have agreed with what follows, T ha: 


Princes are advanced by God, and that to reſiſt our Prince, is 
to reſiſt the Ordinance of God, and that ſuch men ſhall be {- 


verely puniſht. for it, inthis World or the next ? For, can the 
Apoſtle be thought abſolutely to condemn Reſiſtance, if he 


makes 
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makes-it only unlawful to reliſt, wh:n we want power to 
conquer ? Which yet is all that can-be made of it, if by 
every ſoul, the Apoſtle means only parcicular mea, not the uni-* 
ted force and power cf the Subjects. 

Nor can there be any Reaſon aſſigned, why the Apoftle 
ſhould lay fo ſtrit a Command on particul:r Chriſtians, to be 
ſujet to the higher Powers, which does not equally concertx 
whole-Naions ; for if it canever be lawful f.r a whole Na- 
tion to reſiſt a Prince, 1t way, in the ſame circumſtances, be 
equally lawful for a particular man to do it. Ifa Nation may 
conſpire againſt a Prince, who invedes their Rights, their Li- 
terties, or their Religien, why may not any Man, by the ſame 
Reaſon, reſilt a Prizce, when his Rights and Liberties are 
invaded ? It 1s not fo fafe and prudent indeed, for a private 
man to relift, as for great and -powerful numbers ; but this 
makes Reſiftance only a Matter. of Diſcretion, not of Con- 
Feience : If it be lawful for tha whole Body. of a Nation to 
reſjit in ſuca Caſes, it muſt he equally lawjul for a particular 
man. to do It ; but he does it at his own peril, when he has 
only. his one lingle force to oppoſe *againſt his Pri:ce. 'S9 
that our Apoſtle muft forbid Reliſtance in all or none; for, 
iingle perſons do not uſe to rekſt or rebel, or there is no grear 
danger to the Publick if they do; but the Authority of Prin- 
ces, and the Security of publick Government, is only endan- 
gered by a Combination of Reb-.ls, when the whole Nation, 
or any conſicerable part for numvyers, power, and in:ereſt; 
take Arms agzinlt their Prince. 

If Reſiſtance of our Prince be a-ſin, it is not the leſs, but th2 
grea'er in, the greater, and tie more formidable, the Re- 
ſtance is z and it would very much unbecome the Gravity and 
Sacrednefs of an Apoſtolical Precept, to <njoin {ubj.f&ion to: 
private Chriſtians, who dare not, who cannot reliſt alone, 
but to leave a powerful Combination- of Rebels. at liberty to- 
reſiſt ; {5 that every Sou!, muſt ſigniftz all Swbjefts, whether 1in- 
gle or united : for, whatever 1s nnlawful for every ſingle per- 
fon, conlidered as a Subject, is unlawful for thein all together ; 
for the whole Nation 1s as much a Subject to the higher Powers, 
asS.any lingle. man... 
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" Thus 1 am ſure ic is-in our Government, where Lerds :and 
Commons allembled in Parliament own themſelves the-SubjzCts 
of the Kjaz, and have by publick Laws diſclaimed all Power. of 
railing any War,either offenfive or d:fenfive againſt the King, 

Having heard what St, PaxPs Doctrine was, let us now con- 
fider what St, Perer taught about this matter - he had as much 
reaſon to learn this Leſſon as any of the Apoſtles, our Saviour 
having ſeverally rcbuked him for drawing his Sword againſt 
the lawful Powers, as you have already heard. And indeed 
his rajh and intemperate zeal in this Aftion coſt him very dear 
ior we have reaſon to believe, that this was the chief thing, 
that tempted him to deny his Maſter. He was afra'd to own 
himfelf to be his Duſciple, or that he had 'been in the Garden 
with him ; becauſe he was conſcious to himſelf, that by draw- 
ing his Sword, and ſiniting the Servant of the H:gþ-PriejF, he: 

Lad incurred the penalty of the Law, and h:d hz been diſcover- 
ed, could expcd nothing leſs, but to be ſeverely puniſyd for 
it, it may be to have loſt his Life for his reiiſtance. And in- 
deed, this has very often been the fate of thoſe men, who have 
been tranſported with a boiftrous and intemperat2 Zeal to 
draw their Swords for their Maſter and his #eligion, againſt 
the lawful Powers, that: they commonly deny their Maſtcr, 
and deſpiſe his Religion, before they put their ſwords up 


Again. 


But St. Peter having, by cur Savionr's Reproof, and his own 
dear-bought Experiez ce, learnt the Evil of Refiſtance, neves 
drew his Sword more, and took great care to inftruft Chri- 
{ſtians, not to-do {0; 1 Per- 2.13, 14, 15, 16, Srbmit your jelves 
to every Ordinance of Man, for the Lords fare, whether 1 ve to 
the King, as ſupreme; or unto Governears, as 10 th: that ate jent 
by him, for the purciſument of evil-dcers, and for the praiſe of them 
that do well, #or ſo.is the will of God, that with -Wl-40t::g ye may 
put to ſilence the igncrarice of fooliſh mim. As jree, «nd nu ujing 
your liberty as a cleak, of mal:conſrejſs, but as the ſcrvanis &f 
Goa. 

This'is the very ſame Dotftrin which St. Pail taught the 
Romans * Let every ſeal be ſubj.& to the higher poers;, for the 
ſame word is uſcd in the Original, and therefore to ſubmir, 
and to be ſubject, is the ſame thing, which, as St. Fas! tells as,

Higher Powers , that is, Emperors and Soveraign Princes. 
herein including all thoſe who a@ by their Authority ; S. Pe 
rer, to prevent all Cavils and Exceptions, diſtinctly mentions 
both, That we muſt tubhmit to all humane Power and Autho- 
rity, not oi:ly to the King as Supreme, that is, in St. Parl's 
phraſe, to the H:gher Powers, to all Soveraign Princes, who 
are inveſted with the ſupreme Authori:ry ; but alſo to thoſe 
vho are ſent by him, who receive their Authority and Com- 
miliion from the Soveraign Prince. 

St. Paul tells us at large, That a Power zsof God, and that 
the power is the Miniſter of God ; «7d he that reſiſteth the 
power, Yeſiſtcth the ordin:nceof God ;, and therefore we muſt meds 
be ſubjest, not only for Wrath, (that is, for fear of being puniſht 
by Men) but 4l/s for Conſcience ſcke, out of reverence to God, 
and fezr of his Judgment. This St. Peter compriſes in one 
word, which includes it all : Submit your ſelf to every Ordinance 
of M:n, fer the Lords [ke : for, How is God concerned in our 
Obedience to Princes, if they be not his Miniſters, who are 
appointed and advanced by him, ay act by his Anthori:y, and 
jf it be not his Wil and Command that we ſhon'd obey them ? 
and therefore he adds, For t1:s is the will of God, that with well- 
4oing, (thatis by obedience and ſubjeftion to Princes) ye may 
pt ro ſilence ihe "gnorance of fooliſh men; that is, that you may 
put to ſilence thoſe fooliſh men, who ignorantly ccuſe you, as 
tond of Changes, and troubleſome and dangerous to Govyern- 
ment. But then, St. Peter obſerving, that Chriſtian Liberty 
was made a pretence for Sedi:ions and Treaſons, he cautions 
them 4gainit that alſo; As free, but nat ujing Your liverty jor A 
cloak. of malrcionſeſs ; that 1s, to cover and excuſe ſuch wickede 
neſs as Rebellion againſt Princes, but as the ſervants of God: 
You muſt remember whatever Freedom Chriſt has purchaſed 
for you, he vas not delivered you from Obediznce and Sub- 
jieftion to God ; yu are His ſervants ſtill, and therefore muſt 
he ſubject to thoſe, who receive their Pow:r and Authority 
frora God, as all Soveraign Princes do. |
